iake note of the first report of the Palestine Implementation Com- 
mission and to postpone the discussion on Palestine until the Com- 
mission submits its special security report, which is expected with- 


in‘a few days. 

The first monthly progress re- 

rt of the Impkementation Gov- 
ernment Commission asked the 
British Government to permit it 
to undertake four specific steps 
jin preparation for the formation 
of militias for the Jewish and 
Arab states in advance of the 
British surrender of the Mandate. 
The four steps, outlined by the 
Commission aS “preparatory,” 
are: 1. Designation of canton- 
ment areas; 2. Recruitment; 3. 
Training; 4. Equipment. 

Meanwhile, the Commission 
made an open bid for the services 
of the administrative personnel 
of the Palestine Government by 
announcing that it is interested 
in retaining “all employees of 
Palestine Administration who 
wish to continue in service after 
the termination of the Mandate.” 
The Commission asked the Man- 
datory power to circulate this of- 
fer among the government em- 
ployees. 

The Palestine Arab Higher 
Committee, in a threatening let- 
ter to Secretary-Geheral Trygve 
Lie, advised the’ Commission to 
stay out of Palestine and called 
for the abandonment of the’ part- 
ition plan. The letter accused 
“political 
blackmail” and the U.N. of “ag: 
gression,” in relation to their ef- 
fort to implement the partition- 
ing of Palestine. It warned the 
Security Council against sending 
an international police force to 
Palestine, declaring that such a 
force will meet with effective op- 
position on the part of every 
Arab.

Mr. Fine’s Error Shown 
And New Approach Given 


Editor, N.J. Post: 

HE controversy aroused by 

Mr. Bernard J. Fine’s letter 
has captured my attention in the 
last two issues of The Post. It 
seems to me that the questions 
raised in this exchange of let- 
ters are of extreme importance 
in contemporary American Jew- 
ish life. 

Mr. Fine, I find it impossible to 
take exception to your statement 
that a Jew’s religion “should 
not interfere with ‘his relations 
with his fellow man, but should 
promote these relationships.” Re- 
spect for the integrity of every 
man and the reflection of Divin- 
ity inherent in him is endemic 
to Judaism. The concept of the 
One Universal God, who is Fa- 
ther of all mankind, is one of 
Judaism’s gifts to 20th century 
religious thought throughout the 
western world. 

Therefore, your statement that 
“We (at the American Interna- 
tional College) respect a man be- 
cause of what he is and not be- 
cause of how he worships” is the 
Jewish tradition. The ancient 
rabbis were careful even to in- 
clude among “those who may ac- 
quire eternity in an_ instant” 
those who do not accept ANY,re- 
ligion, and those who may be 
intellectually unprepared to ac- 
cept a faith. Certainly this is 
far from the preaching of infol- 
erance. 

So much for the traditional 
teachings of Judaism. Let us ex- 
amine the matter of practicing 
these precepts of brotherhood 
and good will. You suggest the 
importance of encouraging inter- 
faith and interracial educational 
projects, such as the Springfield 
Plan and the American Interna- 
tional College. In such a program, 
I heartily concur. I must add, 
moreover, that consultation with 
your local office of the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews would bring you informa- 
tion to the effect that rabbis.and 
Jaymen of the Jewish faith are 
among those most readily avail- 
able for service with the Confer- 
ence. 


Hold Many Good Will Affairs 


An examination of most Jewish 
communities of a workable size 
will reveal, I am sure, that in 
hardly a Jewish organization, re- 
ligious or secular, is there not 
some program conducted annual- 
ly' or more frequently in behalf 
of brotherhood. Even the Hillel 
foundations, which you accuse of 
“snobbishness”, are frequent 
hosts to, or co-sponsors of, 
brotherhood programs. At the 
University of Michigan, my alma 
mater, Hillel is a strong and 
earnest supporter of the Student 
Religious Association and the 
Inter-Racial Organization. 

Off-campus, too, among the 
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many Jewish institutions which 
contribute to the development 
of better intergroup relations, 
are the synagogues. Men’s clubs 
of neighboring churches and 
synagogues are organized often 
into Brotherhood Leagues, which 
stage regular “get-togethers”. 
groups, Sisterhoeds, etc. 

There is no need to elaborate, 
I am sure, on the countless ser- 
vices which are rendered the 
community-at-large by Jewish 
organizations in the field of pro- 
moting intergroup understand- 
ing. You are doubtless familiar 
with the work of the American 
Jewish Committee, the Jewish 


Chatauqua Society, the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith, the American Jewish 


Congress, and others. 


Blamed In Either Case 

I must take exception again, 
Mr. Fine, to your statement that 
one of the bases of anti-Semitism 
in America is the “clannishness” 
of Jews both inside and outside 
of such organizations as Hillel. 
There have been many times in 
history when we have been de- 
nounced by the anti-Semite for 
our alleged “snobbishness”. Note, 
however, that in the Germany of 
1933 the highly assimilated Ger- 
man Jewish community was to 
be accused, not of “snobbishness”, 
but of attempting to “run away 
from their own group” and of 
trying to hide themselves under 
the mask of new names, new oc- 
cupations, new affiliations, even 
new faces ... if need be. 

No, Mr. Fine, Hitler taught us 
a profound lesson, namely that 
once, anti-Semitism is unleashed, 
no avenues of “escape” are left 
open to the Jew. In fact, as was 
demonstrated in the crematoria, 
a man who is “one-thirteenth” 
Jewish, though he may have em- 
braced Christianity, must still 
Similar work is done in youth 
bear the label, “JEW”. 

Obviously, neither Jewish 
“clannishness” nor Jewish “es- 
capism” is the real cause of anti- 
Semitism. The roots of this dis- 
ease lie much deeper in the econ- 
omics, politics, sociology, psy- 
chology and history of our very 
human world. Anti-Semitism is 
an economic problem, because 
the Jew represents job competi- 
tion in a world starving for jobs. 
It is a political problem, because 
men like Hitler can rise to pow- 
er only by dividing the peoples 
against each other, thus blinding 
them to the basic issues con- 
fronting society. 

It is sociological, because, once 
prejudices are  institutionalized 
(for example, in “restricted” 
sororities, fraternities, country 
clubs, hotels, etc.), the very in- 
stitutionalized individual finds it 
“socially disagreeable” to buck 
the prevailing philosophy of 
those groups with which he is 
affiliated. Anti-Semitism is psy- 
chological, because frustrated 
men seek outlets for their sup- 
pressed emotions along the path 
of least resistance. It is easier to 
make. a group of people the 
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“scapegoat”, than the economic 
and political or, perhaps one’s 
own personal shortcomngs, It’s 
remarkably simple for man to 
unburden his resentment against 
life’s vicissitudes upon the Negro, 
the Jew, the Catholic, ... the 
people with red hair, ‘freckles or 
striped neck-ties, perhaps. 

Again, anti-Semitism is an his- 
torical problem, for men will tend 
naturally to select the TRADI- 
TIONAL scapegoat, a title which 
we Jews have had the dubious 
distinction of bearing for some 
2,000 years. 

Excuses for prejudice, such as 
the “clannishness” or the “es- 
capism” of Jews, are the product 
of man’s conscience. Obviously 
a WHOLE people cannot be both 
“clannish” and “escapist”, but 
the anti-Semite continues to call 
the Jew, sometimes by one name, 
sometimes by the other. This 
amounts to an attempt within 
man’s conscience to “justify” the 
discrimination or _ persecution 
which he is visiting upon a min- 
ority. “Reasons” must be invent- 
ed which make it seem “right” 
to respond to a particular pre- 
judice. 

Fall Inte Anti-Semites’ Trap 


When we, the Jewish people, 
mouth these so-called “justifica- 
tions”,and hold them to be good 
cause for anti-Semitism, Mr. 
Fine; we are virtually falling 
into the trap which the anti- 
Semite has prepared for us. I 
hope that, as a man who recog- 
nizes the distinction between the 
statement that SOME Jews are 
“clannish” (or conversely, “es- 
capist”) and ALL Jews are “clan- 
nish” (or “escapist”’), you will 
not join the forces of the anti- 
Semite_in blaming the group for 
the faults of the few. How un- 
fair this would me! Is it not the 
problem of mankind to learn to 
stop criticising the many for the 
“Tew. 

What happens when Jews ac- 
cept the criticisms of themselves 
that they are “clannish”, or “es- 
capist”, and agree that one or the 
other of these is the fundamen- 
tal cause of anti-Semitism? The 
answer, Mr. Fine, is that, when 
we accept our alleged “clannish- 
ness” as a legitimate reason for 
antiSemitism, we may take the 
opposite extreme of “escapism” 
as the “cure”, On the other hand, 
Jews who nod approval at anti- 
Semitic denunciations of the “es- 
capist” Jew, may go all the way 
in the opposite direction con- 
vinced that “when we Jews stick 
together, the Christian kas more 
respect for us.” 

In other words, some Jews may 
become “clannish,” some may 
follow the opposite path of “es- 
capism,” depending upon which 
excuse for anti-Semitism § suc- 
ceeds in ‘pulling the wool over 
their eyes. Regardless of which 
path they choose, however, 
there may be a Hitler on the hor- 
izon ready to cOnfront them with 
the disillusioning fact that they 
have chosen the wrong road. 

Must Live With Dignity 

On the other side of the pic- 
ture, are some Jews, who are be- 
ginning to learn a lesson long 
ago taught by our rabbis, name- 
ly, that having done everything 
possible to root out evil resident 
in the world, man will ultimately 
learn to live in dignity and that 
inner security which derives 
from self-knowledge and genu- 
ine, unpretended _ self-respect. 
This is part of~the genius of 
of human nature, 


It is to this end that the Hillel 
foundations are working on the 
collegiate community scene. 
Other institutions are doing a 
similar job on the civic level: The 
bringing together of Jewish peo- 
ple in these organizations is di- 
rected to the end of developing 
respect for the people and the 
ideals which form our heritage. 
Firs‘, we must understand the 
real causes of prejudice, and dis- 
card the excuses for it, Then we 


must consider the most effective 
action which Jews and non-Jews 
may take to uproot the causes. 
Thirdly, we must throw our 
weight, as Jews and as Ameri- 
cans, into’ the fight against the 
evil of prejudice, Lastly, having 
done all that we can to eliminate 
the evil, we must learn to live 
with it in dignity and self-re- 
spect. This implies an apprecia- 
tion of what we stand for, as 
Jews, and of what we stand for, 
as Americans. The answers will 
be remarkably similar, Mr. Fine, 
and will necessitate the conclu- 
sion that as Jews, we have much 
to contribute to American life, 
whether the anti-Semite agrees 
or not. 


What Must Be Done First 


This is the thinking of some 
Jews today, and to me it seems 
to ring true, Plain «ordinary 
horse-sense induces the conclu- 
sion that, to adjust oneself to 
others, one must first adjust to 
oneself! ‘ 

A professor of education at 
one of our universities recently 
commented: “The human being 
is, in Many ways, like a flower. 
It is planted in, nourished by and 
grows out of a particular soil, or 
environment. The human being 
can no more separate’ himself 
from the soil which ‘forms his 
personal heritage, than can the 
flower suddenly uproot itself 
from the earth and:in mid-air 
continue to grow... nor would 
the product of such a metamor- 
phosis be the better for the ex- 
perience. A plant, accustomed to 
a particular’ environment, will de- 
velop a richness of attributes in 
close proportion to the richness 
of the particular environment 
which nourishes it. If the soil 
is poor, it may well be enriched 
with life-giving ‘properties of 
other soils, from which the plant 
will doubtless benefit. If the 
flower is transplanted, however, 
its new environment must pos- 
sess many of the _ properties 
which nourished the old, other- 
wise the plant will cease to 
grow.” So it is with flowers, and 
so it is with man! 

Man must have: a particular 
frame of reference within which 
to determine and to measure his 
growth and progress.. In a big 
city like New York, Mr. Fine, 
one may not recognize the mass 
hungering of Jews.for normal 
expression, as Americans, 
through the channels of their 
personal background. In a sense, 
one may thus miss. the forest 
for. the trees, The Jewish com- 
munity may be so large that one 
can only see it. in terms of a 
few individuals whem one knows, 
If these few seem “escapist,” one 
may be over-hasty in concluding 
that the whole community is “‘es- 
capist.” Conversely, if one judg- 
es a particular circle to ‘be 
“clannish,” one may conclude 
wrongly that all are “clannish.” 

In many places in our Jewish 
community, Mr. Fine, the prob- 
lem is not so much that Jews 
are “clannish” or “escapist,” but 
that they are rather like the 
plant suspended in mid-air, dying 
for need of a soil. in which to 
sink its roots. Man, in such a 
situation, does not die physically; 
his death, in a very real sense, is 
a spiritual one. 


Purposes of all 3 Identical 


I realize that in a large city 
there are many groups to know 
and many points of view to un- 
derstand. For example, Mr. Fine, 
you say that, while you are fa- 
miliar with Hillel, you are unac- 
quainted with the Catholic New- 
man club and Protestant Guild, 
and other similar organizations 
on the campus. You maintain, 
however, that, while Hillel acti- 
vities produce “snobbishness,” 
the work of the non-Jewish organ- 
izations does not. Investigation 
would convince you, neverthe- 
less, thatthe purposes for which 
Hillel, the Newman club and the 


Guild are established are ident 
cal. Each serves a distinct reli 


ious group, for the purpose of” 


more clearly delineating the par. 
ticular frame -

the three groups is that each 
emphasizes a particular frame of 
reference through which _jts 
members can best live as good 
Americans. This would seem tg 
discredit your statement, Mr, 
Fine, that “we are all exactly 
alike, except that we worship 
God in a different manner.” Out 
of each particular heritage, Jew. 
ish, Catholic, Protestant, have 
owed distinct contributions, re 
ligious and secular, to the Amer 
ican society in which we live, 


Jews have added greatly to | 


the enrichment of music, litera. 
ture, philosophy, law, medicine 
to say nothing of religion. Jew 
ish contributions have been dis 
tinctive because they have grown 
out of a distinctive heritage, and 
the contributions have been 
none-the-less welcome, I might 
add, because of their distinctively 
Jewish nature.

In a two-day closed meeting here, the committee, which was 
established at the B’nai B'rith Supreme Lodge Convention last 
May, decided that the plan to organize a permanent American 
Jewish Assembly would posipone rather than achieve cae sub- 
stantial unity” of Jewish organizations. A resolution adopted with- 
out dissent pointed out the lack of agreement among major na- 
tional Jewish organizations regarding an Assembly and empha- 
sized that B'nai B’rith’s decision does not diminish “its traditional 
commitment to the ideal of unity in Amercan Israel.” 

The resoluton expressed hope for some basis of agreement 
among Jewish agencies “on a consultative body that will provide 
the outlet for common action in the interest of Jewry. The B'nai 
Brith,” it concluded, “is determined to continue its search with 
all who share this view for a means that will achieve this end.” 


Full Text of Resolution 


The full text of the resolution read as follows: 

“The B’nai Brith has demonstrated its deep concern with all 
questions pertaining to the American Jewish Conference and the 

posed permanent American Jewish Assembly. At its supreme 
Lodge Convention on May 14, 1947, it recognized the indispensabili- 
ty of a cross-section exxpression of its membership with respect 
to the issues involved. By resolution there was established a com- 
mittee composed of five representatives of each of the seven 
American district grand lodges and the Women’s Supreme Coun- 
¢eil together with all of the members of its national executive 
committee. This committee was empowered to weigh, consider 
and determine the future attitude of the B'nai B'rith, if and when 
a proposal for a permanent organization was submitted. 

“In the selection of the representatives of these American dis- 
tricts, the general committee of each district participated to as- 
gure a thoroughly representative viewpoint when this extremely 
consequential issue was under consideration. This committee of 
63 has met and deliberated at length. Under its rules, there were 
no restrictions on debate and every viewpoint was presented. At 
the conclusion the following determinations were reached unani- 
mously: 

“1, The B'nai B’rith acknowledges the significant contribu- 
tion of the American Jewish Conference which was convened as 
a temporary organization to meet an emergency situation. It 
takes pride in the fact that its own late leader, Henry Monsky, 
was the convening officer and to the day of his tragic passing, 
eccupied a position of eminence in its leadership. The termination 
of the American Jewish Conference is in accordance with its 
original call. 


‘Unity Unachievable’ 


“2 The plan to organize a permanent American Jewish As- 
sembly as adopted at the Chicago conference on November 29- 
December 2, 1947, was presented. In connection with its consid- 
eration this committee was apprised of the rejection of this plan 
by major national Jewish organizations and its qualified accept- 
ance by at least one major Jewish organization and the deferral 
of decision by other national Jewish organizations for a variety 
of reasons. In this state of events it is our opinion that a sub- 
stantial unity is unachievable under the proposed plan. The his- 
toric mission of the B’nai B'rith is to unite Israelites in the work 
of promoting their highest interest and those of humanity. Ad- 
herence to the proposed American Jewish Assembly, however much 
we favor the plan, would appear to postpone rather than to 
achieve the possibility of an ultimate unity among American 
Jews. It is with extreme reluctance therefore that the committee 
concluded that the B’nai B'rith would not join a confederation 


where national Jewish organizations signifificant in character and & 


number have failed as yet or refused to adhere. 

“3. The B’nai Brith does not diminish to the slightest de- 
gree its traditional commitment to the ideal of unity in American 
Israel. We hope that Jewish agencies will find some basis for 
agreement on a consultative body that will provide the outlet for 
common action in the interest of Jewry. The B’nai Brrith is de- 
termined to continue its search with all who share this view for

WASHINGTON-—Secretary of 
State Marshall said here that the 
State Department has informa- 
tion that between 150 and, 200

HE Christian Significance 

of Karl Marx” by Alex Mil- 
ler, a Macmillan publication, is a 
small volume of about one hun- 
dred pages, but tremendously 
challenging and timely. The dom- 
inant feature of contemporary 
thinking, is beyond doubt Marxian 
thought. To understand its basic 
postulates, its doctrines, becomes 
therefore an intellectual impera- 
tive. It is to the credit of this 
small book that it pprovides not 
only this, but much more in ad- 
dition. ; 

In two chapters entitled “What 
Communism Is,” the author de- 
seribes in concise fashion the 
chief features of Marxism. He 
explains its philosophy and dia- 
lectic, the materialistic interpreta- 
tion of history, the meaning of 
class strugie and those doctrines 
which have made Marxism a 
faith for millions. It is an un- 
usual summary of a world shak- 
ing movement which emphasizes 
not only speculative thinking, 
but action, to give force and 








power to its philosophic postu- 
lates. 
Once we realize the essential 
character of Marxism, that it is 
to its followers a religion, a holy 
crusade, the behavior of Soviet 
Russia, so utterly bewildering to 
the Western mind, becomes clear. 
For “the code of Marxian be- 
havior is utterly different from 
that in which Europeans have 
been _ traditionaly reared. It 
knows no law except the necessi- 
ties of the class war, no obliga- 
tions except to serve the Revolu- 
tion. From this starting point, 
things normally forbidden _ be- 
come not only permissible, but 
obligatory. It is pointless to in- 
dict Marxism because it tolerates 
or even encourages ruthlessness, 
lying and the weapon of terror 
. - . to that kind of attack the 
Marxist is invulnerable.” 


PRECISELY as to Torque- 
mada and his henchmen in 1492, 
who burnt Jews at stake “for 
the greater Glory of God,” so to 
the Communist even the most 
detestable means become perfect- 
ly legitimate, when they promote, 
or seem to promote, the sacred 
cause of the “Revolution.” Once 
we remember this doctrine, the 
Nazi-Soviet pact becomes quite 
intelligible and to Communists 
moral and necessary. Verily, the 
most heinous crime is_ trans- 
formed into a virtue. 

“What Christians Have To Do” 
is a chapter which should be 
made required reading for all re- 
ligious people—the word “Chris- 
tian” is, at least to my way of 
thinking, superfluous. The mes- 
sage of this chapter is that the 
religious minded, those who pro- 
fess to follow the prophets of 
Israel, and for the author Jesus 
in particular, must identify them- 
selves with the poor and the 
needy and the outcast, that they 
must defend and champion the 
cause of the oppressed, those very 
people for whom Kar] Marx spoke 
with such passionate anger and 
prophetic zeal, after the manner 
of an Isaiah, or an Amos. 


To denounce Communism with- 
out doing anything about those 
very evils which give it power 
and sway, is to be guilty of con- 
fusion and blindness. Unless our 
civilization meets the challenge 
of Marxism, and establishes so- 
cial justice, complete disintegra- 
tion is inevitable. And this, in 
spite of the fact that in Soviet 
Russia there is greater poverty, 
injustice, inequality than in cap- 
italistic lands. 

MOST STIRRING is the au- 
thor’s fervent plea for personal 
integrity, for courage to resist 
the temptation of flesh and of 
the environment—not to profit 
from iniquitous ppolitical, soc- 
ial and economic § arrange- 
ments. Made with deep sincerity, 
the plea is applicable to Commu- 
nists, in Russia and out, who 
have shamefully surrendered per- 
sonal integrity for a changing 
“party line”, even as it is to him 
who revels in the flesh pots of

From Realistic Viewpoint

Your readers and_ feature 
writers are now starting a cycle 
of opinions on the subject of 
christological influences in the 
public schools of American cities 
and towns. 

Some will offer the panacea of 
establishing parochial schools for 
Jewish children in order to avoid 
their exposure to un-Jewish en- 
vironments. Others will recom- 
mend that Jewish parents instruct 
their children not to participate 
in such programs as Christmas 
and Easter plays sponsored by 
the public schools. Official sour- 
ces will clamor for constitutional 
rights of separation of church 
from state. And your master col- 
umnist Segal is eager and happy 
over these things of beauty (and 
a goy forever). j 

Parochial schools are fine 
where they are well established, 
but not every community can be 
patterned after New York City. 
Telling a youngster to look the 
other way whenever his teacher 
takes the notion of singing or re- 
citing something out of the new 
testament or the Christian hym- 
nal, is tantamount to goading 
him into a ostrich-like escapism. 
To invoke constitutional law, is 
to risk the possibility of losing 
the battle on the grounds that an 
accepted American practice can- 
not be easily eradicated. And as 
for Segal—well, there are a few 
of his prototype in every town, 
especially among young matrons 
with a Sunday School background 
of Jewish knowledge. 


Little That Can Be Done 


There is very little that can be 
done in the average Jewish com- 
munity to eliminate the un-Jew- 
ish atmosphere from the public 
schools, but there is much that 
can be done to immunize the Jew- 
ish child against such influences, 
Let every rabbi secure a list of the 
names and addresses of the par- 


capitalism. In my humble opin- 
ion, moral cowardice is more 
widespread in Soviet Russia 
than it is here, but this does not 
excuse our own immorality. 

“What Christianity Has To 
Say” is by far the weakest chap- 
ter in the entire book. That so 
logical a mind as that of the au- 
thor should affirm that “the 
Church finds the fact of Christ 
compulsive of the belief in God 
and finds the gigantic act of 
faith which is the history of the 
Jewish people vindicated and 
more than vindicated in Christ’s 
coming” is utterly perplexing. 
What have justice and righteous- 
ness and divine love to do with 
the coming of Christ? However, 
I must not forget that the whole 
body of Christological thought 
is utterly alien to me, and much 
more than alien. Jews can easily 
dispense with this chapter be- 
cause, in my opinion, it is of no 
basic relation to the central ar- 
gument. And I am inclined to be- 
lieve that most Christians will 
be able to do likewise. 

The fundamental message of 
the book, however, is timely. It 
is particularly appropriate and 
necessary reading for 1948, which 
marks the one-hundredth anni- 
versary of the publication of the 
stirring Communist Manifesto of 
Marx and Engels.

Every day he 
or she increases the understand- 
ing of playing games, memoriz- 
ing rhymes, picking up expres- 
sions and forming habits that are 
truly amazing. And the questions 
they ask! ... They are enough 
to baffle a college professor. 

You love your little “mentsch” 
and you think he is “cute.” You 
are willing to overlook their de- 
structiveness around your home, 
You forgive them for walking you 
at the ungodliest hours; you let 
them try your patience at break- 
fast, lunch and supper. You cheer- 
fully pay the price of parenthood 
in exchange for a bit of “naches.” 
That’s the way it’s always been. 

Ever since your baby came, 
you were confronted with your 
difficult social problems. You 
were tied down to the house, and 
you deprived yourself of visit- 
ing with friends, of going to the 
theatre or concert, of attending 
a meeting or a luncheon—because 
of yiur baby. If you have a re- 
liable “shikse,’’ you feel very for- 
tunate; if you don’t, you scout 
around for a “sitter,” and you 
are willing to pay her a dollar an 
hour just to sit around the house 
while you go out. Sometimes you 
would like to depend on your in- 
laws to relieve you a bit, and you 
become terribly provoked if they 
turn you down. 

Have You Forgotten Something? 

You got through all that trouble 
and inconvenience for your baby’s 
sake. You are trying to do a good 
job of raising him. You look for- 
ward to the day when the youngs- 
ter will be five years old and will 
be ready to start off into kinder- 
garten at the public school. You 
will have the freedom to go shop- 
ping downtown, to indulge in a 
bit of recreation, and just .“go 
places and do things,” while your 
child is in safe hands, 

May we be so bold as to ask: 
Haven’t you forgotten some- 
thing? Surely you realize that 
the mental development of your 
child keeps apace with his. body 
growth. Your baby’s mind is like 
a speed-action camera—it arrests 
motion and photographs every- 
thing in sight within an infinites- 
imal fraction of a second. And 
the pictures taken by that mind 
never fade, and their impressions 
are indelible, 

What are the impressions gain- 
ed by your little “mentsch” at 
your home? Does he ever photo- 
graph his “mommy” while she 
performs the religious rite of 
“licht-bentschen” on the eve of 
each Sabbath and fesitval? Does 
he ever behold the sight of his 
“daddy” wearing a Talis and 
Tefillin while he “davens?” Will 
he ever retain such memories as

AL SEGAL Speaks on SILLY LADY IN A FIRE 
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The B'nai B'rith Abdicates 

HAT strange, rumbling sound which many of you may have 

heard last week in various sections of the country was caused 
py Henry Monsky’s turning over in his grave. And a painful, bitter 
turning it was. As the prime mover in the summoning and estab. 
lisament of the American Jewish Conference five years ago, Mr. 
Monsky had done more than any other man in American Jewish 
history to promote the cause of Jewish unity here. Yet last week 
the B’nai B'rith, of which he was the distinguished president until 
his death, took a step which to all intents and purposes effectively 
destroys what Mr. Monsky had wrought. 

A 63-man committee composed of all B’nai B'rith executive 
committee members and representatives of District Grand Lodges 
last week decided unanimously not to join the American Jewish 
Assembly, successor to the American Jewish Conference, which had 
peen called into being at a conference in Chicago last December. 
By this act the B'nai B'rith abdicates frem any position of national 
organizational leadership which it might previously have claimed. 

On December 5, 1944, when controversial questions threatened 
the continuance of the Conference, Mr. Monsky arose in public meet- 
ing and declared: ‘““‘We did not come to this Conference and threaten 
to withdraw. It would break my heart if my Executive Committee 
should ever determine to do so.” On February 2, 1948, his Execu- 
tive Committee unanimously voted to break his heart. 


THE RESOLUTION expressing B’nai B’rith’s stand requires 
some analysis. For one thing, it piously expresses B'nai B’rith’s “tra- 
ditional commitment to the ideal of unity in American Israel’, at 
the very time it takes the step most calculated to destroy that 
unity. The organization is “determined to continue its search” for 
unity the statement adds. However, at the Chicago conference when 
the present plan was offered for consideration the B'nai B'rith had 
no ideas, no suggestions, no plan of its own even as a substitute. 
There was no feeling on the part of any group that what came to 
be known as the Eisendrath Plan was the last word. Even the 
proponents of the plan would have been glad to embrace and in- 
corporate any other ideas which would have served to promote the 
desired for unity of purpose and action. 

As a matter of fact the plan was,far from perfect precisely 
because it sought to appease all groups and offer the least com- 
mon denominator. The plan for the American Jewish Assembly was 
eriticized on the one hand because it gave the national organizations 
too much power—and on the other hand because it seemed to tres- 
pass into the sphere of activities of some national organizations. 
To the B’nai B'rith, apparently, the denominator was not least and 
not common enough. It is difficult to understand how any over-all 
national body could fully satisfy all groups unless it were com- 
pletely powerless and hence inconsequential. 

Twenty-four hours prior to the date on this newspaper, the 
Interim Committee of the Conference, which had been charged 
with the duty of setting up the new Assembly, met to determine 
the future course of action. As I write I have no way of knowing 
what their decision will be, though I am of the opinion that neither 
the Conference nor the Assembly can survive B’nai B'rith with- 
drawal, and the tragic aftermath is utter collapse of a noble attempt 
to replace chaos with unity on the American Jewish scene. 


THOUGH THE B’NAI B’RITH DECISION was announced as 
unanimous, it should be known, as a small measure of honor to 
the organization, that a minority battled againt this betrayal of 
Henry Monsky’s dream. They were overwhelmed, however, by what 
has become known as the ADL (Anti-Defamation League) group, 
which would not countenance the establishment of any national 
organization which might possibly enter the field of combatting 
antiSemitism and thus eliminate the raison d’etre for ADL exist- 
ence, even though the work is, by its very nature, a common re- 
sponsibility of all American Jews, and not the monopoly of one or 
two groups. 

Thus ends another chapter in the history of American Jewry. 
There will be another attempt at unity, I hope, and this time fresh 
leadership must emerge from the local communities. Wisely they 
must steer clear of the national organizations with their vested 
interests, and organize from the bottom up, from the communities. 

Many of us once had a good deal of respect for the B'nai 
Brith and its leadership. B’nai B’rith has today forfeited all such 
respect. I trust that its local leaders everywhere, men of integrity 
and ideals and ability, will protest this decision of the men on top, 
and as individuals participate in whatever further plans may de- 


T seems to me that the American Council 

for Judaism (anti-Zionist) is determined to 
make a nuisance of itself. When it started out 
a number of years ago it had a cause that 
appealed to a great many American Jews who 
felt that the propaganda of statehood Zionists 
was embarassing them as 
people who were loyal citi- 
zens of the U. S. and who 
abhorred any suggestion of 
any other allegiance. But 
now the American Council 
for Judaism reminds me of 
a certain silly woman 
whose house was afire. It 
was a large apartment 
house and the flames were 
lapping at some of the oth- 
er windows around the building. 

The absurd woman was worried only as 
to how she would look to the neighbors when 
she emerged into the street without her make- 
up on. She stopped to fix her hair, to paint her 
lips, to look after the symmetry of her eye- 
brows, to put on one of her best dresses. I 
remember this woman well from my cubhood 
days on the daily paper. She made a story 
that had the whole town laughing. 

The American Council for Judaism is wor- 
ried about Palestine in the same way. Young 
people are dying in Palestine for what is as 
fine as the cause of the men who laid down 
their lives in the war for American independ- 
ence or as the cause of the young Irishmen 
in the struggle of Ireland. A short while ago 
they were little kids playing, and now, by no 
compulsion but of their own consciences, they 
are giving their last full measure for an idea 
they believe in. Their house has been set afire, 
you might say, and they perish in their pur- 
pose to Save it. 

It’s not only their house. In the world as 
it is today, the world is an enormous apart- 
ment house and every nation is a tenant in 
the community. It is one house. Understanding 
people know that they are not apart from a 
fire in the house, in whatever part of the 
house, whether in Palestine, India or Greece. 
It’s their fire, too, for it’s in their house. 

* * 

BUT THE AMERICAN COUNCIL for Ju- 
daism, like the silly woman, worries how 
American Jews will look in the Palestine fire. 
What will the neighbors think to see American 
Jews being helpful to a Jewish state in its 
travail? They may think that Jews in America 
aren’t really Americans. Amid the fire the 
American Council for Judaism goes to great 
pains to inform the world that it has only the 
Single allegiance to America. The idea seems 
to be that as to Palestine American Jews can 
have only a remote, though not unfriendly, in- 
terest, as to any foreign country. 

I am not a Zionist either. I would much 
rather see a bi-national state in Palestine 
(Jews and Arabs working together in one 
state). I was not in favor of an exclusive 
Jewish state in Palestine when the world had 
already too many nationalisms to be safely en- 
dured. I was afraid that a Jewish state in Pal- 
estine might make my own position as an 





Amercan ambiguous, if not insecure. But I 
am not going to make a fuss at a tragic fire. 
I can’t be thinking of my own welfare at a 
moment when people—people who are related 
to me, mind you—are laying down their lives 
for the idea of a Palestine state that shall 
be a homeland for many of the homeless. I'd 
be a heel to say, “Consider how all this em- 
barrasses me!” No, I shouldn’t be thinking 
how I will look to my neighbors if I take 
up the cause of these young, to whom an 
ideal is more precious than their own lives. 

I am not a cad, who, amid a great tragedy, 
gives thought to the way I look in the holo- 
caust. So I was glad to hear Judge Pros- 
kauer (he’s the president of the American 
Jewish Committee and no Zionist, I believe), 
speaking toward the same direction. He has 
said: “We are told by the anti-Semites, 
through malice, and by some small section of 
American Jewry, through confusion, that this 
partition of Palestine, has created a problem 
of possible inconsistency between our obliga- 
tions as Americans and Jews. There is no such 
problem. Five years ago our committee said: 
‘There can be no political identification oi 
Jews outSide of Palestine with whatever gov- 
ernment may be established in Palestine’.” 

* * - 

YET JUDGE PROSKAUER could also speak 
in favor of the repeal of the arms embargo 
in order that Jews in Palestine may have 
means of defense; in favor of a UN force to 
keep order in Palestine ... “This is not merely 
a pro-Jewish position,” he said. “This is a pro- 
American position and a pro-United Nations 
position.” 

For the sake of its self-respect, I suggest 
that the American Council for Judaism dis- 
band for the duration of the crisis, or that, 
anyway, it take up a new line. 

It calls itself a council FOR Judaism but 
so far it has done nothing at all for Jewish 
religion, if interest in Jewish religion is what 


it means when it says it is FOR Judaism. 


I agree with it that being a Jew is a religious, 
not national or political, identity. May I sug- 
gest that the American Council for Judaism 
make a new start—FOR Judaism, toward a re- 
vival of Judaism? 

A Judaism, that is, which is dynamic, not 
just an obligation of paying dues to a syna- 
gogue. A Judaism that will convert Jews to 
a flaming devotion to Jewish ideals. A Judaism 
that will teach Jews that the success of a 
Jew is not to be elected to\one of the better 
Jewish country clubs (or to get into one of 
the better hotels) but to be a courageous bear- 
er of social and spiritual light that is in Ju- 
daism. 

If it takes up these things the American 
Council for Judaism will really be for some- 
thing, in accordance with its name, and will 
be much more respected than it is now when 
it is like the silly woman in the fire. It will 
find a most helpful ally in the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations, which is not moti- 
vated by fears but is courageously dedicated 
to help American Jews make a fruitful! spirit- 
ual life of being Jewish.

Don’t Take Your Children To Miami If They’‘re Siill In School »

AT is the story of Jewish children vacation- 


ing and living in Miami, one of America’s 
most popular vacation resorts? Are they happy, 
satisfied children? 

This writer lived in Miamy! all last winnter, and 
while there she and her husband taught at a private 
school on Collins Avenue, Miami Beach. This is the 
choice area of the choice city. The private school 
at which we taught is conducted especially for the 
northern children who have been taken out of their 
normal classroom environment to sojourn in the 
resort, for the duration of their parents’ vacation. 
While vacationing, however, these youngsters are 
expected to keep up with their studies so that they 
can resume their place in the northern schools. 


They bring their textbooks with them, so that 
each student at the private school has a different 

' place in his studies, even though he is placed in a 
group with other students of his grade in school. 
This is the picture: each teacher at the private 
school had anywhere from three to six or seven 
students for half hour periods. The teacher had to 
divide the time between the students; no discussions 
could be held, for while they may all be studying 


THIS SITUATION leaves the teacher in a tur- 
moil, and the pupil too. 

The first day this writer taught, a high school 
student of Worcester, Mass., was assigned as her 
pupil. He appeared disgruntled, disinterested, and 
a little hostile. The writer wondered why. In talking 
with him, she learned that he had been at the school 
for two weeks and she was his fifth teacher in the 
same subject! “I’m getting nowhere fast,” he said. 
“Each teacher has to figure out where I am and 
how much I can do, and I’m not getting anything 
done.” He said he wished he were back north in 
school, at least he would be having regular classes, 

This boy wanted to go on to college; he was a fine 
and serious student; he was anxious to learn, and 
yet he was forced to be “on vacation” while his heart 
was in his home school. If this boy were the only 
student attending this private school, which, inciden- 
tally, is fully accredited, perhaps he could be over- 
looked. But he was only one of many. 

The children at the private school were not being 
taugh—that’s what it amounts to. Of course, there 
were some youngsters that liked this; they didn’t 
care for school anyway, and they could get away 








the hotels are breath-taking in their towering mod. 
ernity. But it’s chiefly a resort for grown ups, 
Children don’t seem to be wanted here, and one 
of the needs of childhood is the feeling of being 
wanted, of» belonging. 

All right, so far we’ve dealt with children who 
are in Miami for only a short time, vacationers, 
What about those who live here the whole year 
round, the “permanent” ones?

She has communicated this 
feeling to her children, and when you talk to them, 
they tell you how they miss New York, what they 
used to do,. the friends they used to have, Everything 
is in the past. The couple has put up its business for 
sale, so that they can return to New York, but they

AVE you ever wanted to try your hand at home made 
noodles? It is really very simple and the results turn out sur- 
prisingly tasty. We give you the dough recipe with 3 variations 
for preparing. 
NOODLE DOUGH 

1 large egg 4% teaspoon Salt 24 cup (about) flour 

Beat egg slightly with salt, add enough flour to make a very 
stiff dough. Knead well until dough is smooth, Place on slightly 
floured board, and roll out very thin. Turn sheet of dough out 
onto a cloth, and let dry until not in the least sticky and yet not 
too brittle to handle. 

NOODLES 

Fold sheet of noodle dough into a tight rol]. Slice the roll 
in thin threads, toss the threads up lightly with the fingers to 
separate them well, and spread them out on the board to dry. 
Let stand until thoroughly dry, and store in a covered jar. When 
ready to use, drop by handfuls into boiling soup or salted water, 
and let boil 5 to 10 minutes. 

PLAETSCHEN (NOODLE SQUARES) 

Cut sheet of noodle dough into strips 3 inches wide, and 
place one on top of the other. Slice crosswise into %-inch strips, 
slice again in opposite direction to form ‘%-inch squares. Dry like 
noodles, and cook like noodles. 

MEAT CREPLECH 

Roll noodle dough out thin, but do not let stand to dry 
Cut into 2-inch squares. Prepare half the quantity of mixture 
given in recipe for Quennelles, below. Place a tablespoon of this 
mixture on each square of noodle dough, then fold square into 
a three-cornered pocket, pressing the edges together well. Let

“Till The Clouds Roll By.” His latest ones are “Good News,” and 
the soon to be released: “Summer Holiday,” “The Pirate” ail 
“Easter Parade.” Every one destined to be a smash hit. 

Arthur began his career as a piano player in a Chicagd 
music publishing house.

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WHAT TO DC ABOUT MOVIES? 
A NOVEL PLAN YOU CAN TRY 
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By RUTH PALLER 
HAT are we to do about the unsuit- 
able moving pictures our children. at- 

tend?” ask mothers. 

“Teach them to evaluate movies for them- 
selves,” is the answer given ‘by educators. 
“Then they will demand movies which please 
them.” 

Schools have been experimenting with 
methods of teaching children to judge movies. 
Possibly the most effective classroom method is 
that where the teacher listens to her students’ 
opinions of films they have seen at their neigh- 
borhood theaters. Under this plan teacher 
and pupils can learn from each other. Children 
are often very. competent in weighing the art- 
istic and technical merits of ‘a picture, but 
they need help in determining the ethical and 
cultural values. Here a good teacher, through 
wise questioning, can challenge her students 
to think clearly and to put their thoughts into 
words. 

SOME CLASSES form themseives into a 
committee with an elected chairman who leads 
the discussion. Each pupil is expected to give 
a three-minute review of a movie he has seen, 
including title, cast, director, an outline of 
the plot in not more than five sentences, and 
perhaps a brief comment on the music and 
the general theme or message of the film. 

With a little guidance in recognizing true 
values, young people become remarkably adept 


at evaluating characterizations and ethics. 

AS a parent, you may want to try this meth- 
od at home. Invite a group of young people and 
turn the conversation to the topic of movies. 
You may find it hard to hold your. own since 
they see so many more movies than adults as 
a rule. But you will be surprised at how much 
you learn about what youngsters think, not 
only of movies but of life in general. 

RUTH B. HEDGES, motion picture chair- 
man of the California Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, who outlines these techniques in the 
January National Parent-Teacher Magazine, 
lists some current movies that young people 
are sure to enjoy.

It was a “school act” along the lines of Gus Edwards’ 
famed contributions to vaudeville, and the next thing he knew 
the erstwhile song plugger was in it for the remainder of the 
Windy City semester.

IS rise from that piano stool at the age of 19 was to carry 

Arthur Freed to the high position he has reached as a top- 

flight motion picture producer at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 

When summer brought to an end the Marx Brothers’ tour, 
young Arthur headed for New York on the chance that Gus 
Edwards might grant him an audition. He got what he was 
after, and went into rehearsal the very next day. 

Two other youngsters worked 
with him. They were Eddie Can- 
tor and Georgie Jessel. For two 
years in vaudeville Arthur sang 
only Edwards’ songs—and good, 
too. 

Then he joined the Army to 
serve in the first World War. 
But even as a top sergeant he 
found that his own yet unwrit- 
ten songs kept running through 
his head. 

His most enduring song is ‘I 
Cried For You,” a ballad still 
mjoying high favor after its 
years of continuous popularity. 
A elose second is his “Pagan 
Love Song.” But his own par- 
ticular favorite is that enchant- 
ing musical fantasy, “The Wed- 
ling Of The Painted Doll.” 

It was admiration for “I 
Cried For You” that first made 

author William Saroyan a 
friend of its creator. Because 
of that friendship, some years 
later, Freed introduced the nov- 
elist-playwright to MGM, with 





the filming of “The Human 
Comedy” as the triumphant re- 
sult, 

One singer who made his first 
stage appearance under the di- 
rection of Freed is Bing Crosby. 
Turning to new activities in 1924, 
the present MGM producer had 
his own theater in downtown 
Los Angeles. There, in addition 
to presenting plays such as “De- 
sire Under The Elms,’ White 
Cargo” and “Rain,” Arthur put 
on a revue called “The Pick- 
lings.” To join it, Crosby came 
down from Spokane, Washing- 
ton, in a rickety old Ford. The 
newcomer made such a hit that 
his desperate enterpreneur was 
hrad put to figure out devices 
which would keep Bing from 
stopping the show again and 
again. 

It was under Freed’s aus- 
pices, too, that William Gax- 
ton appeared in his first musi- 
cal comedy, “All For You.”

“Singing In The Rain,” writ- 
ten by Fred and Nacio Herb 
Brown, .was originally sung in 
the “Music Box Revue,” on 
which the first-named compos- 
er likewise collaborated. 

The result 
was his music for the smash hit 
success, “The Broadway Melody 
of 1929.” 


Remaining with MGM _ con- 
tinuously since that auspicious 
beginning, Arthur Freed in 
time realized to the full his am- 
bition to be a producer of out- 
standing pictures and the de- 
veloper of such shining stars 
as Judy Garland, June Allyson, 
Peter Lawford, Mickey Roon- 
ey, Gene Kelly, Robert Walker, 
Kathryn Grayson, Van John- 
son, Margaret O’Brien, Wil- 
liam Powell, Frank Sinatra, 
Red Skelton, Tony Martin, 
Lana Turner and Esther Wil- 
liams—to mention a few.

Sermon of the week: “Happi- 
ness—How To Avoid It”—Rabbi 
Alfred L. Friedman, Congrega-

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The B’nai B’rith Decision on the A. J. Conference 


HE decision of the B'nai B'rith not to join 

the new American Jewish Assembly, the 
proposed successor to the American Jewish 
Conference, warrants analysis, rather than 
criticism. 

The Order was on the spot. It knew of 
Henry Monsky’s association with the Confer- 
ence, and yet it might have honestly believed 
that a fight for the emergence of the new As- 
sembly as a real over-all democratic organiza- 
tion was doomed to failure. 


Frank Goldman too was on this same spot. 
He knew, and every member of the B'nai 
Brith bloc at the fourth session in Chicago 
knew, that the plan for the new Assembly was 
the brain work of Henry Monsky, almost to 
the very wording, and they also knew that 
were it not for the B’nai B'rith a stronger plan 
would have been adopted at Chicago, one that 
might have rallied around it all those elements 
in the American Jewish community who were 
sick and tired of its chaos, disunity, competi- 
tion, dpplication and vested interests. 


History has a funny way of throwing bad 
decisions back’ at organizations. When the 
B'nai B’rith fought at all four sessions of the 
Conference for a hands-off policy of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference on the domstic scene, 
it was building up to the point where the fin- 
ger could be put on it just for such a de- 
cision as was made by the Order last week. 
Whatever was behind the B’nai B'rith decision, 
courage or cowardice, the Order will suffer and 
Frank Goldman’s prestige will suffer. 


But the decision also calls for mature think- 
ing on the part of those who have fought for 
the adoption of the Eisendrath Plan. When 
the Chicago session adopted the Eisendrath 
Plan against which the National Jewish Post 
had fought as vigorously as it knew, The Post 


refrained from any further comment, believing’ 
‘that it no longer could justify criticism that 


could be construed as merely hoping to make 
possible an “I told you so” claim. 


But now that the B’nai B’rith has acted, it 
goes without saying the Assembly will not and 
should not be born. With the B’nai B'rith sup. 
port the Assembly could not have, in the opin- 
ion of The Post, been built into anything but 
another competing national organizaztion, 
Without the B'nai B’rith. support “geviss,” as 
the Yiddish saying goes. 

It will require stafesmanship for Louis 
Lipsky and Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath to ac. 
knowledge their defeat. At first the inclination 
may be, as it always is with men of courage, 
to fight and fight harder. But even if this were 
not a hopeless case, it must be remembered 
that first consideration must be given to the 
welfare of the American Jewish tommunity, 
and to precipitate a fierce fight such as would 
be evoked in every local community on this 
issue, would not only be foolhardy, it would 
border on irresponsibility, 

So that the Interim Committee must show 
its maturity. It should issue a_ statement, 
without bitterness, and close up shop. 


In the near future, when a strong leader. 
ship has emerged, a new attempt will be made 
to unify the American Jewish community, 
The Post, among the thousands of others who 
have fought for such an organization, will rally 
to that call, and it is to be hoped that the 
American Jewish community will at that time 
have attained enough maturity to overrule 
the declining national Jewish organizaztions 
and establish the kind of centralized, demo. 
cratic control needed so badly even now. 


An Eloquent Piece of Writing 


IN the rabbinate there are many eloquent 

men, as frequent quotations in the N. J. 
Post have disclosed. Among the most eloquent 
is Rabbi Alexander Alan Steinback of Temple 
Ahavath Sholom, of Brooklyn. 


His prose is exquisite, and almost poetic, 
and the sample of it below, is not ony among 
the best writing in the field of Judaism, but 
outstanding because the thought content is so 
clear on a subject which so easily lends itself 
to obfuscation, 


The piece is headed, “Adventure Of The 
Soul,” and reads as follows: 


Recently I asked a number of persons this 
question: “What do you expect of religion?” In 
most cases the answer was the same—com- 
fort and solace. 


On first thought this seems to be a logical 
and natural answer. It is to be expected that 
men and women should seek relief from the 
strains and stresses that weigh heavily upon 
their souls. There are many persons for whom 
life is not so easy and simple these days. Nu- 
merous hearts are heavy with burdens and 
vexations they cannot throw off. Diurnally they 
grapple with disquietudes that dwell in the 
deepest caverns of their being. Winds of pain 
blow relentlessly against their unsheltered 
breasts. Little wonder, then, that sensitive and 
lonely souls look to religion aS an anchor 
during their hours of storm. They are in des- 
perate need of comfort, and they hope to ac 
quire it through religion. 


There is, however, something vitally lack- 
ing in an attitude that turns to religion for 
comfort and for nothing else. It cannot be de- 
nied that millions do succeed in deriving a 
sense of inner tranquility from religion. But 
we must point out that this is not its essential 
objective. Holiness, and not comfort, is the 
great end of religion. Its ultimate purpose is 
to enhance the whole of life and to elevate it 
to a high spiritual plane where the soul be- 
comes a\ re of God’s presence. One can un- 
derstand, and even sympathize with, the death- 
ery of Heinrich Heine, “Of course God will for- 
give me, that is His business.” But one must 
clearly discern that such a cry fails to recog- 
nize this imperative consideration: man must 
not only seek, but also deserve God’s forgive- 
ness, Man’s life must become a vehicle worthy 


of transporting blossoms of Divinity. It must 
be a receptable for the flaming God-passion 
that breathes out of an atmosphere of Faith. 


Those who turn to religion only as an es 
cape from tribulation, fail to apprehend its 
real value. Religion is not a retreat from pes 
simism and despair. It is not merely medicine 
for a wounded soul. It is an _ instrument 
through which Holiness is infused into one’s 
total personality. It is a spiritual dynamic that 
hovers like a haunting fragrance over the 
whole of life. It is not merely an anodyne 
against hurts and disappointments, but rather 
an inner monitor that bids us strive for peaks 
of sanctification despite the agonies and frus- 
trations we must endure. It is a fuse to ignite a 
lamp of Eternity within our spirit, sending 
beams of light leaping triumphantly out of 


‘the enamoured heart, 


When I ask myself, “What shall I expect 
of religion?” I do not hesitate in formulating 
my answer. Religion is an adventure of the 
mind and soul in quest of God. This God-seek 
ing is not to be a part-time function of life, 
but a full-time process. The primary task of 
religion is to confront the mind and soul with 
a Spiritual experience that partakes of “the 
beyond” while also making itself felt in the 
“within” man. Religion stands at the very core 
and basis of life, fashioning a link between 
God and the divine in man. It is a creative il 
lumination that transforms us and brings us 
to new birth, so that our whole subsequent 
activity becomes the fruitage of this exper 
ence. Viewed in this light, religion takes on 4 
deeper meaning. It is vested with sufficient 
creativeness to sate the heart-hunger with 
visitations of the Infinite. 


Would you know the message of religion? 
During some quiet hour, when the spirit # 
attuned to the call of height unto height, you 
will hear the soul communing with God, say: 
ing to Him, “O my Holy One, Thou are the 
eternal flower of which I am the root here 
on earth; Thou are the timeless Tomorrow of 
which I am the fleeting today; Thou are the 
ultimate Fulfillment of which my heart is the 
constant. yearning.” This is the song of faith 
that sings out of the lips of religion. Strive 
for Holiness and you will hear its every note.

marks. 

To begin with, Mr. Fine has 
definitely shown me that he is 
an opostle of the “mah yomru ha- 
goyim” philosophy. Everywhere, 
throughout his letter, he is as- 
sailing those “big, bad Jews”, the 
clannists, the segregationalists, et 
al, for conduct detrimental to 
Judaism. One might think that 
this clannishness is a particular 
Jewish trait. If this were true, 
then I would hail Laura Z. Hob- 
son’s “Gentleman’s Agreement” 
as the greatest creative work of 
1947, for in effect, she had trans- 
ferred the characteristic of one 
people to another, and making 
the former the victim of its own 
medicine. 

But this is not so. I am willing 
to wager that if there is any 
grounds for a charge of snobblish- 
ness, the Jews are least guilty. 
In The Post’s issue of Jan. 9, we 
find the president of B’nai B’rith 
assailing the growth of social 
racial discrimination with the 
“Gentleman’s Agreement ap- 
proach.” I suppose that Jewish 
millionaires are still finding it 
tough to become members of the 
Elks, Rotary, Lions, etc., ete. So, 
of what value is Mr. Fine’s state- 
ment that “Catholics and Protes- 
tants are not clannish as the Jew- 
ish people nor are they endowed 
with a superior air”? 

Similarly, Mr. Fine continues 
to believe Hillel activities con- 
tribute nothing except to further 
snobbery, clannishness and what 
not, yet with the characteristic 
little whitewash, he considers 
Newman and Christian Varsity to 
be lilywhite in this respect, even 
though he admits he doesn’t know 
anything about them. Here, I 
think is the “mah yomru ha- 
goyim” spirit in its rawest form. 

For anyone in the know, the 
programs of these three religious 
groups is technically the same 
with exactly the same aims—to 
strengthen the spiritual life of its 
student co-religionists. Along 
comes Mr. Fine with his great 
dividing line... 

I wish to inform Mr. Fine that 
McGill University is also free of 
Jew-Gentile confilict and if it was 
included in the judgment by the 
Student Committee for Educa- 
tional Democracy, it wasn’t far 
behind American International. 


It might be well for him to know 
that the Jewish students at Mc- 
Gill participate wholeheartedly 
in all campus activities, they are 
well represented on the Student 
Council, on the campus newspa- 
per staff, on athletic teams, etc., 
ete. 

Yet they feel that this is not 
enough. They will agree with Mr. 
Fine that they are the equal of 
every other student, but in a 
physieal sense only. Spiritually 
they are quite far apart and they 
recognize this spiritual distinc- 
tiveness as essential to their con- 
tinued existence as Jews. They 
find in Hillel activities that 
they seek—educational facilities, 
Jewish activities, a Jewish atmos- 
phere, the feeling that they are 
members of a great people and 
are continuing its tradition. And 
they do not thereby incur the en- 
mity of the Christian students on 
grounds of snobbery or clannish- 
ness. ; 

It is in this context, that Jews 
differ from Christians spiritually, 
that [I understood Rabbi Wein- 
stein’s remarks about the factors 
leading to tolerance, and which 
Mr. Fine did not. The Christian 
recognizes this spiritual differ- 
ence between him and the Jew, 
regardless that Mr. Fine does not 
think so, and he will respect the 
Jew who knows the causes of this 
difference, who is steeped in the 
lore of his faith, rather than the 
“fundamentalist Jew’.—the one 
who always jumps up with the 
remark that there is no funda- 
mental difference between Juda- 
ism and Christianity. Maybe this 
is one of the reasons why Judeo- 
Christian relations at McGill are 
so cordial. The average Jewish 
student at McGill strives to learn 
all the more about his faith, his- 
tory and culture. His Judaism is 
not purely biological. 

And so, if this spiritual differ- 
ence is the reason behind Mr. 
Fine’s attack on Hillel activities, 
I say let us have all the more of 
them, for thereby we are aiding 
in the perpetuation of our people, 
and as for Mr. Fine, my opinion 
of him, as stated in my previous 
letter, remains unchanged.

CRITICS, HAS IDEA 


FOR COLLEGE, YOUNG PEOPLE'S SECTION 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

It is not my purpose here to 
prolong a controversy which al- 
ready has been given too much 
publicity. I am writing this col- 
umn in answer to several people 
who have taken it upon their 
shouldres to enlighten a “mis- 
informed” public as to the true 
picture at Northwestern univer- 
sity—or any other university. 

First Jet me say that since I 
have written for various publi- 
cations, I have never been afraid 
of criticism, be it adverse or fa- 
vorable, and I have always been 
ready, willing, and able to defend 
my views. I have never considered 
it necessary before to answer pub- 
licly any one of my critics, hav- 
ing been content to let the im- 
pact of my writing take its own 
course. But when I read letters 
from indigant Northewestern stu- 
dents and affiliated students from 
other schools labeling my article 
as “journalistic display,” as ‘“mis- 
information,” and by other such 
sarcastic misnomers, I felt. it 
about time that I broke out of 
my self-imposed silence on that 
matter, 

It is a truism that writing 
which generalizes and imparts a 
negative group picture (such as 
my article, by necessity, did) us- 
ually is resented by those few 
from the group who are nofguil- 
ty of the general accusation, but 
who feel the truth in it. In other 
words, the truth strikes home to 
the conscientious rather than to 
the others. It is comparable to a 
Jew addressing a group of fel- 
low Jews on the subject of anti- 
Semitism. Obviously, the gentiles 
need it more than the Jews. 

Looking over the letters sent in, 
I notice that every one of the 
writers is a person who is active 
in Jewish work on the campus. 
These people are hurt by the gen- 
eral accusation. I did not, at any 
time, try to minimize their efforts 
and, perhaps, should have men- 
tiond that the situation at North- 
western has improved somewhat 
in recent years, especially since 
Rabbi Teitelbaum has been the 
Hillel leader. 

However, I was reporting a situ- 
ation de facto, as it is, not ideally, 
as it should be. My critics are 
guilty of not looking over their 
shoulders to see what’s going on 
behind them, but rather are con- 
tent to base their views on the 
little picture of enthusiasm they 
see before them. They attend the 
Hillel Council meetings and see 
several of their ‘more intensely- 
Jewish friends display their lea- 
dership. They visit. the Hillel 
luncheon discussions and see pos- 
sibly 35-40 of their schoolmates 
present. And they attend the Fri- 
day evening fireside and see a tra- 
ditional, “hamishe” little gather- 
ing before them. Their hearts 
are warmed. Jewish life in the

SAYS ANTI-SEMITISM NOT DETERMINANT 


Editor, NJ Post, 

Today I received the first copy 
of my subscription to your paper. 
I had heard what a wonderful— 
even indispensable—paper yours 
was so I eagerly began to read 
it. It did not take long, before I 
felt stifled and began to gasp for 
air. Reading your paper made 
me experience the same nause- 
ating death-smell that accom- 
panied us throughout the war. 

We, Orthodox Jews, have so 
much positive to think and talk 
about that we seldom discuss 
anti-Semitism or its dangers and 
we take pride in the courageous, 
noble action of the Yishuv in 
Eretz Yisrael. Certainly we never 
allow considerations of anti-Sem- 
itism to influence our decisions as 


to what is right and what is 
wrong. But the dead and dying 
Jews whom you feature are 
saturated with anti-Semitism to 
such an extent that they them- 
selves have become anti-Semites. 

Specifically, there are two 
things upon which I wish to 
comment: 

Lessing Rosenwald and those of 
his ilk seek to convey the impres- 
sion that they are 100 per cent 
Americans and on that basis op- 
pose everything constructive in 
American Jewish life. Nothing is 
further from the truth. 

Aside from the fact that respec- 
table Jewish journals have ex- 
posed their Fascist methods, they 
represent that type of Jew, who, 


universities is indeed bright. 
But how about the “Kehila Ha- 


Klal” (general community), my 
friends! You have seen. merely 
a particularized scene before you! 
There are 700 students on cam- 
pus, and you have accounted for 


only 75-100. How about ihe otiier 
600, the sherit haplata? 

Of course I admit thai ihe sta- 
tus of Jewish life on the campus 
is indicated and is typical of 
lethargy of American Jewry in 
general. I don’t use a “posi jie 
ergo propier hoc” line of reason- 
ing and Say that this apathy is a 
direct result of a peculiar college 
atmosphere. No, but I am report- 
ing what the situation is. 

One of my critics says that the 
Hillel Friday evening firesires are 
attended by anywhere from 60 
100 students. I made it a point 
to attend several firesides since 
the appearance of my article. At 
no time did attendance reach over 


fifiy students. And to drag the 


horse in by the teeth, there were 
no more than six fraternity men 
at the last one, most of the men 
being members of the Praetor- 


ians, a club of Jewish commuters, 
The following theident was teld 
to me by the rabbi: In 
months, the fraternity 
have been asked to allow the use 
of their facilities for the firesides, 
One of the firesides was held re- 
cently at the Phi Epsilon Pi 
house. What a hollow mockery 
of cooperation it turned out to be 
when only two Phi Eps showed

houses 


up to the services held in their 
own house! 
Is this my dear critic, a bright 


picture? You see, when I painted 
the “black picture,” it was impos- 
Sible for me to consider the nom- 
inal cooperation represented by 
450 members of Hillel ‘on paper), 
but only the real participation. 

Let me drop that controversy 
right here, and begin a construc: 
tive attempt. I am hoping that 
The Post will begin a section in 
this paper devoted to the thous- 
ands of Jewish College youth 
throughout the country and to 
Jewish youth in general their 
ideas, their hopes, their fears, 
Any suggestions on how such a 
section should be developed edi- 
ted, laid out, will be appreciated 
and should be mailed to me at the 
address below.

VOT IN COMPLEXES OF ESCAPIST JEWS

I wish to answer Mr. Fine on 
ome of the criticisms he sent to 
1e on my article which appeared 
1 The National Jewish Post. 

Mr. Fine, you state that, “at 
imerican International College 

‘yhich you attend there is “little 
acial intolerance, no quota sys- 

*m, and everyone respects each 
thers’ religion.” 


I recently graduated from the 
‘SIniversity of Denver. Here, also, 
aere is no racial intolerance, nor 
| quota system, and people from 
ll races, colors, and creeds are 
ecepted. 

In a recent issue of the New 
tepublic, Bruce Bliven discusses 
nti-Semitism in the colleges and 
miversities. He reports that 
ome of the leading colleges and 
iniversities have quota systems, 
wactice racial discrimination, 
nd are definitely anti-Semitic. I 
on’t think that the reason for 
his is that the Jew doen’t min- 
‘le with the Gentile. Rather, the 
eason is the hatred which the 
itter has for the Jew deep down 
a his heart. 

You stated in your article that 
1any Jews act superior because 
eep down inside they are 
shamed of being Jews, Then, 
‘ou stated in your letter to me 
hat if they were proud of being 
‘ewish they would not act su- 
rior, but would unhesitatingly 
aingle with the Gentiles. I do not 
.gree with you on that point. A 
Jew can mingle with Gentiles 
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and still act superior. I rather 
agree with Mr. Caplansky who 
asked, “What do those Jews who 
are ashamed of being Jewish 
have to be superior about?” Per- 
sonally, I think that the Jewish 
religion is superior to that of the 
Gentiles, and, not as you stated, 
that the Gentile is equal to the 
Jew. 


In the service for Festivals you 
will find the statement, “Atah 
Verchartanu Michal Hoam’im.” 
The Jews are the chosen people 
in the sense that they were the 
first to proclaim the idea of free- 
dom to the world. The ideals of 
mercy, ete., were continuously 
proclaimed by the prophets. Peo- 
ple of other religions knew only 
how to wage war, butcher the 
conquered, knew of no pity nor 
mercy. Slavery, to them was a 
great ideal. The ideal of democ- 
racy in the world stems from 
the Jewish religion. All the ideals 
of justice, pity, mercy, righteous- 
ness, found in the world find 
their roots in the Jewish relig- 
ion. 

Judah Halevi, the great Jewish 
poet and philosopher, in his fa- 
mous work, the “Kusari,” writes 
that the king of the Chazars, a 
people of Turkish origin living 
in the Caucasus, together with 
his courtiers, and most of his 
subjects, embraced Judaism. The 
circumstances leading to the con- 
version was that the king, wish- 
ing to know which was the true 
religion, invited representatives 
of the three dominant creeds: 
Judaism, Christianity, and Mo- 
hammedanism, and questioned 
them concerning the tenets of 
their respective faiths. Seeing 
that the Christians, as well as 
the Mohammedans, appealed in 
their arguments to the truth of 
the Hebrew Bible, the king con- 
cluded that Judaism must be the 
true religion. 


I don’t think, Mr. Fine, that 
the fact that the Jew doesn’t 
mingle with the Gentile is what 
brings about anti-Semitism. I 
think it is rather the fact of the 
ideals mentioned above which 
the Jews gave to the world and 
which the Gentile hates to admit 
which has, and probably always 
will, make the Gentile anti- 
Semitic. No matter how much 
a Jew will mingle with them 
they will always remain the 
same. 


I still think that prayer plays 
a major role in the Jewish relig- 
ion, for the reasons stated in my 
former article, and not as you 
insist, Mr. Fine, “is a particle of 
man thinking his deepest.” Let 
me quote from Judah Halevi: 
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“For the devout worshipper 
prayer is the food for the soul, 
It does for the soul what meat 
does for the body—sustains and 
strengthens it.” 


As for making services in the 
Synagogue more moderate, Mr. 
Fine, I don’t think very much 
about that plan. You speak of 
the young people having a He- 
brew education and yet you want 
to moderate the services. I 
don’t think that their Hebrew 
education went very far because, 
if it did, the younger people 
should easily be able to keep up 
with the older folks. I attended 
several Yeshivas and the young 
people there seemed capable of 
praying just as well as their pa- 
rents, and had no _ complaint 
about the length of the service. 
I still think as I wrote in my for- 
mer article that the young people 
are indifferent to praying due to 
ignorance of the meaning of the 
prayers, so how would shorten- 
ing or moderating the prayers 
help to bring them back to the 
synagogue? 


Mr. Fine, you state that it is 
your belief that many people, 
Jews and Gentiles, think that 
praying is the determinant of be- 
ing religious. Such people proba- 
bly use prayer as an escape for 
all the evils which they perform. 


I disagree with you, Mr. Fine, 
about your opinion that many 
Gentiles take an interest in Jew- 
ish problems because the educa- 
ted Gentile knows that any prob- 
lem is his problem. I don’t think 
many Gentiles think that way. 
Those who do are the exception 
rather than the rule. If many 
Catholics took an interest in 
Jewish problems there would not 
be a rise in the anti-Semitic ten- 
dencies now being felt.

to Jewish children holds for a 
little as well as it dges for a lot. 
Concerning the claim of both 
Segal and the “letterlwriter’ of 
being good Jews, I still have my 
doubts. 


Last, may I bring to your atten- 
tion that the schools involved in 
the “Carol-controversy” are al- 
most wholly, if not wholly, com- 
posed of Jewish students. As a 
matter of fact, we have the same 
condition here in Baltimore where 
the student body is weli over 99 
percent Jewish, yet the faculty 
insists upon Christmas plays and 
Carols for the children. Certainly, 
if nothing else, it is un-American 
to force a preponderant majority 
to cater to the will of a minute 
minority. 


In conclusion, may I remind 
your writers, (I didn’t want to 
use the word correspondent be- 
cause this has a technical mean- 
ing) it is not the Jew who has 
sinned against the non-Jew, but 
the reverse. Consequently, if you 
are interested in looking for cures 
for anti-Semitism, look to the 
non-Jew, not to the Jew.

The Jewish Theological Seminary of America has opened a 
new School of Jewish Education in Los Angeles. The West Coast 
is fast becoming an important center of Jewish life in America, 
Its Jewish population, especially in Los Angeles, is growing by 
leaps and bounds. Under these circumstances, Jewish culture and 
education have not always been able to keep pace with the phy- 
sical expansion of the community. Im recent years, however, an 
encouraging trend seems to have set in. Several young, dynamic 
rabbis have been prevailed upon to leave their posts in the East 
and lend their talents and zeal to furthering a vigorous Jewish life 
in the Far West. Bureaus of Jewish Education have been estab- 
lished in Los Angeles and in San Francisco, under the able leader- 
ship of skilled Jewish educators.
